1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means'* should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding 
whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. Figure 20 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608,02(g)= A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Conclusion 

4. Claims 1-16 are being allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest (in combination with other features in the claim) an integrated 
image read/write head which have elements on a base, facing a transparent cover fitted 
to the upper part of the base, together with printing elements on the same surface as 
described in the dependent claims. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Fujimoto et al. (6,448,995) teaches an image read/write head, and image processing 
apparatus incorporating the same. 

Imamura et al. (5,495,277) teaches an image sensor having a first light receptor 
substrate and a substrate with electronics mounted against the first substrate. 

Kashiwaqi et al. (4,745,489) teaches an image recording apparatus for recording only 
the image area of a film, 

Nihei (Re. 33,425) teaches a handy reader/printer apparatus.
